MUSKOGEE.— ’‘The suit is an at­ 
tempt to blackmail my son. It is an 
outgrowth of a business association 
my son had with a man whom I 
call a snake ” 
This alleged statement printed in 
the Kansas City Star resulted in 
James W. Magee of Omaha. Neb., 
filing suit in the United States dis­ 
trict court here today against L. T. 
Sunderland, 
weathy 
Kansas 
City 
manufacturer and Elmer McClain of 
Tulsa for $250,000 da mages. McClain 
is described as “a citizen of Tulsa.” 
Magee recites in his petition, which 
was transferred here from the dis­ 
trict court of Tulsa county on the 
ground of diversity of citizenship, 
that his close friend and business 
associate was E, J, (Elmer) Sunder­ 
land, son of the Kansas City manu­ 
facturer, Magee and the younger 
Sunderland organized the Central 
Milk products Co. under the laws of 
Kansas establishing headquarters at 
Chanute and branches at Parsons, 
Ran., and Tulsa. 
On December 12, 1923, a woman 
named Florence White filed suit at 
Fort Scott, Kan., against Elmer Sun­ 
derland, alleging 
she 
had 
been 
tricked into a common law marriage 
with the man in the case. According 
to the woman's petition, Sunderland 
represented to her he was a single 
man, but that he could not afford to 
marry her openly because his father 
would disinherit him if he married 
She says she discovered later he had 
a wife and two children and there­ 
upon filed suit for beartbalm. 
When the news of the suit was 
flashed over the telegraph wires to 
Kansas City, The Star called upon 
all persons interested who could be 
reached, asking for an explanation. 
Sunderland, according to the peti­ 
tion filed here today, blamed his 
son's predicament upon Magee, top­ 
ping off his

reputation; that he Was secretary 
and general manager of the com­ 
p a n y of which Elmer Sunderland 
was president: 
that he had made 
many new business connection In 
Kansas, Missouri and Oklahoma, re­ 
garded as the particular field of the 
Kansas City Star. 
He recites that he bus suffered 
heavily as a result of the elder Sun­ 
derland’s statement, which he at­ 
tributes to the Kansas City Cement 
magnate’s desire to shield his own 
son from blame.
